Horse Racing, Water and Pow- 
er, Bible In Schools are Lost 
—University and Veterans’ 
Welfare Amendments Pass 





Two measures which were cruis- 
ing toward brilliant victories in 
the early tabulation of votes cast 
last Tuesday, today were hard 
aground on a rock bound coast 
of noes, with opinions of experts 
divided as to whether one of 
them might yet float to final 
triumph on a tide of affirmative 
ballots. 

One of them, an initiative meas- 
ure for the repeal of the state 
prohibition enforcement act, was 
more than 50,000 votes behind, its 
gallant early lead of 107,000 votes 
utterly annihilated in .an_ arid 
storm of disapproving ballots from 
southern counties. 

Gasoline Tax Also Behind 

The other, which would put an- 
other cent on the present two 
cents a gallon gasoline tax, was a 
little better off; the margin of 
votes against it being less than 
50,000 but enough to discourage 
the proponents who cheered its 
apparent success in the early 
tallies. 

Wrecks of other measures for 
which hope long since had been 
abandoned were not lacking. There 
which 
would have permitted pari-mutuel 
betting on horse races. It was 
trampled under the hoofs. of more 
than half a million noes, There 
was the proposal to put the Bible 
in public schools. It was over- 
whelmed by a margin of more 
than 75,000 votes. Number 18, 
appeal to put the water and 
power resources of the state under 
control of a commission and to 
authorize half a billion dollars in 
bond issues also lay among the 
wrecks. 

Bond Issue for Veterans Passes 

Measures which won the em- 
phatic approval of the voter in- 
cluded No. 1, the $20,000,000 bond 
issue which would finance more 
farm and home loans to world 
war veterans; No. 2, which would 
tax the gross receipts of motor 
transportation companies on a 
basis of 414 per cent for passenger 
and 5 per cent for freight traffic; 
No. 7, which would reduce the 
tax on short line steam railroads; 
No, 10, the $8,500,000 bond issue 
for new University of California 
buildings at Los Angeles and 
Berkeley and state buildings at 
Los Angeles and Sacramento; No. 
18, which would broaden the ab- 
sent voters’ provision of the con- 


stitution; No. 22, which would 
exempt immature forest trees 
from taxation; and No. 26, which 
would give to appelate courts 


trial court powers. 

Federal Plan Gets Through 

Measures still in doubt, though 
with a margin of affirmative 
votes, included No. 14, which 
would revise the constitutional 
provisions governing the increase 
of stock or bonded indebtedness 
of corporations; and a_ proposal 
to authorize the state to pay $3.- 
000 annually toward the salary of 


every superior court judge. 
The so-called “federal” plan of 
legislative reapportionment (No. 


28) apparently had carried, while 
the constitutional reapportionment 
initiative calling for reapportion- 
ment on a strict population basis, 
was emphatically defeated. 

Back of the tabulation scenery 
on which the wreck of the Wright 
act repeal was revealed, Republi- 
can candidates for state and eon- 
gressional offices continued to 
pick up the odds and ends of the 
November 2 state and put them 
with the rest of the landslide,

Leads In Quality of Roads 
(Redlands Facts) 





After an automobile trip extending over 
10,000 miles from California to the Atlantic 
coast and return, including in its itinerary 
twenty-four states, E. E. East, chief engineer 
for the Automobile Club of Southern Cali- 
fornia, has returned convineed that California 
is still leading the nation in road _ building. 
This is particularly true, Mr. East emphasizes 
in his report, as regards riding qualities of 
pavements and the safety features which are 
now being embodied in the design and con- 
struction of state highways. 

East said he was surprised to find on some 
of the principle transcontinental roads in the 
East grades that required second gear over 
long distances; sharp blind curves and innum- 
erable sharp, vertical curves which completely 
obstructed ‘the view of approaching vehicles 
—eonstruction which would not be countenanc- 
ed in California. 

Bridge construction in many 
says, is far below the standards of this state. 
Only on grade separatons are the Eastern 
states apparently making faster progress than 
in California, which, of course, is due here 
largely to the lack of funds. 

Quality, in recent years, has been the wateh- 
word of construction in California; standards 
of alignment and grade have been increased 
far beyond the plans of engineers a few years 
back; new pavements have a minimum width 
of twenty feet and vary in thickness from six 
to nine inches at the edges, with special rein- 
forcing where necessary. Width and strength 
of bridges also has* been increased with the in- 
ereasing standards of other features of the 
highway.
